Ctoethe rushed to the scene of the 
tragedy, as did Sheriff Hogan and 
deputy Pennell. but the victim was 
beyond all tinman aid. 


"Hammond is survived by his wife 


and three children. He was a school 
teacher by profession and was the 
principal of the school at Seville. He 
was here on a visit to his family at 
the time of the shooting."

LIKEinO BE GOOD

Owing 
to extremely cold weather 


for this state early in the year, the 
1S17-18 citrus fruit crop will be much 
smaller. 
Various estimates place it 


at from 30 to 60 per cent of the 
usual crop. The Florida Citrus Ex- 
change does not know yet what part 
ot the crop it will handle, but ex- 
pects It to be as large a proportion 
a* formerly. The main crop will be 
a little late this year, and the ship- 
ments of fruit will be necessarily re- 
tarded, according to a statement is- 
sued by citrus exchange officials. 


The crop In California is also very 


short this year and the local growers 
with proper handling, will get about 
60 per cent more per crate this com- 
ing season than last. The green fruit 
laws have not been altered in any 
way from those In force last season 
and will not be unless the government 
changes them, for the state is not 
liable to do so. The citrus canker Is 
well under control, though the state

weight 20 pounds will be accepted 
Neither parcels, letters or other mat 
ter may be registered or insured Just

The very fact that it exists will be 
sufficient guarantee against any at- 
tempt at lawlessness. 
Counties in 


every state in the Union are organiz- 
ing similar companies, all recognizing 
that the turbulent condition of the 
world may change, peaceful communi- 
ties into places of strife. The value 
of county guards Tvill be their ability 
to cope with emergencies, thereby 
preventing any spread of disorder by 
suppressing; the same before it can 
gain headway.
